Some changes on the stage have enabled 
him to present scenic splendours hitherto im- 
possible. - Mr. Glover’s music is the very cream 
of pantomime melody. After revelling in a 
succession Of splendid effects, in which the 
Sleeping Beauty exercises her fascinating influ- 
ence, the awakening of the fair ! -roine and the 
grotesque gambols of the Beast bring matters 
to a climax worthy of the most brilliant achieve- 
ments of Sir Augustus Harris. Nor are the 
drolleries of harlequin, clown, pantalvon, and 
columbine neglected: ‘They have scenes full of 
fun and novelty, all important topics of the year 
being freely and humorously touched upon. In 
fact, Drury Lane is quite in its old and best form. 


“* Alice in Wonderland ”’ 
is a prime favourite with the juvenile playgoers. 
It started a fresh lease of life at the Vaudeville 
last week ; and thousands have already spent a 
‘ Happy Christmas” with the Gryphon, the 
Mock ‘Turtle, with the Culf’s Head, the Cheshire 
Cat, the Queen vf Hearts, and, must delightful 
ot all, with Sweet Alice (Ellaline Terriss) and 
the Mad Hatter, who, in the person of Mr. 
Seymour Hicks, has ‘‘ evolved from his inner 
consciousness’? one of the drollest conceptions 
ever presented on the stage. It is difficult to 
believe that the Hatter is not really crazy, 
his looks, tones, and actions are so wn- 
like anything in the everyday world. But 
the vraisemblance of Louis Wain’s cats every 
youngster present can fguarantee, and the ori- 
ginal illustrations of Xir John Tenniel repro- 
duced by the aid of the magic-lantern are 
perfect in their way. Mr. Walter Slaughter’s 
bright and tuneful music, with new numbers 
added, proves how well this admirable composer 
understood his subject. One of the most curious 
items- of the entertainment is the gigantic 
mirror, which is simply an immense sheet of 
gauze. of course reflecting nothing, but causing 
much reflection in youthful minds.

AND HOW THEY MIGHT BE 
SURMOUNTED. 


ITCHENER is

task before him. 
Lord Roberts would not have 
handed the supreme com- 
mand over to Lord Kitchener 
had he not reposed the 
utmost confidence in his 
ability to sueceed him to wind up 
“i the campaign. But it was evidently 
(Îi premature on the part of the War 


Office to withdraw so many regi- | 


ments, and especially so many mounted men, 
from South Africa till the War was nearer its 
end. It was like halloing before they were out 


of the wood. That Lord Kitchener has not 
spared himself—that he has, on the contrary, 
exerted himself to an almost superhuman 
extent, everyone who knows his thorough 
devotion to Duty must be fully convinced. His 
ubiquity is wonderful. Reuter’s agent wired 
from Bloemfontein on Dec. 17: ** General Lord 
Kitchener last week established a record run 
from here to Pretoria. He left Bloemfontein in 
a special train in the evening and arrived at 
Pretoria the following morning, having com- 
pleted the journey in twelve hours, an average 
of nearly thirty-five miles an hour.” 


Mr. Hales, the Outspoken Australian, 


who sent to the Daily News War correspondenee 
vying in graphic force with* the memorable 
campaigning ietters of the late Archibald 
Forbes in the ’Seventies, has published a volume 
in which will be found many home-truths which 
the military powers that be at home may profit 
from. Mr. Hales writes now to the Daily News— 

“* I saw the great surrender of Prinsloo’s forces 
to Hunter and Rundle, and I took particular 
notice of the fact that every burgher had one 
horse to ride, and one to pack, sometimes a 
couple. They had a lot of wagons, but their 
Wagons were not of vital necessity to them. 
They could discard them at any mofment 
when hard pressed. As a matter of fact, 
both De Wet and Commandant Olivier did 
discard their waggons, and merely took pack 
horses, and so got safely through our cordon ; 
and therein lies the whole mystery of Christian 
De Wets eternal fooling of our forces. He rides 
light who rides fast, and until we adopt some such 
system as that which I so many months ago suggested, 


Khartoum Campaign Lord Kitchener deliberately 
kept his movements from being disclosed to the 
world through the medium of the telegraph wire 
till a great blow had been struck. It is well to 
remember this when the outlook in South Africa 
is momentarily gloomy. We must not be 
pessimistic. 

Still, the situation in the north of Cape Colony 
was undoubtedly attended by anxiety when Lord 
Kitchener despatched this telegram to the 
Secretary of State for War— 

: ‘*PrevortaA, Dec. 19, 8.15 p.m. 

““A party of Boers, estimated at 500 to 800, 
has crossed the Orange River at Rhenoster Hoek, 
and a second band is seported to have crossed 
near Sand Drift. 

‘ They have been followed, and I have sent 
down a considerable body of mounted men, who 
are getting round them. 

‘The Boers- from

We hear from Johannesburg that the statement 
that five wagons full of Boer dead were removed 
by the enemy at Nooitgedacht has been found 
to be authentic. It has been conclusively proved 
that the Boers suffered to a much greater extent 
than ourselves. 

From Boer sources it has been ascertained that 
among the killed at Nooitgedacht were Com- 
mandant Van Zyl and a Field-Cornet. 

Sniping South of Pretoria. 

The Central News Correspondent in the Trans- 
vaal informed us on Dec. 19 that— 

‘ The enemy are again showing great activity 
to the south of Pretoria. Yesterday a number of 
Boers, under Commandant Oppermann, were 
seen by our scouts between Kaalfontein and 
Zuurfontein, a few miles north of Elandsfon- 
tein, evidently intending an attack on the 
railway. The station garrisons were at once 
| apprised, and immediately took measures for 
the defence of the line. 

** "The intended attack of the Boers, however, 
developed into a sniping action, and, on our 
mounted patrols coming up, the enemy imme- 
| diately cleared off.”

The ex-President, in reply, after thanking the 
Burgomaster, said—

We rely on 
His help more than on that of Emperors and 
Princes. I have not come here as a fugitive, 
but by order of the Government, in order to 
secure a termination to a war in which the British 
employ women and children against us.”

Tasmanian by birth, but he became a squatter in New 
South Wales at an early age, and made-money out of his 
sheep-farming. Sir William's first taste of office was in 
the Dibbs Administration, which began in 1885, and in 
more recent Administrations he had held various portfolios 
before becoming Premier in the autumn of last year.

ANY kinds of plants suitable for greenhouse and | 
window decoration are raised from seeds, which 
must be sown in a proper manner. These plants 
include balsams, begonias, calceolarias (herb- 
aceous), cinerarias, cyclamens, Chinese primulas, 

and numerous others, In some instances the seeds are 
very minute, and require to be sown with the greatest | 
care. The customary plan among successful growers of | 
these plants is to take, say, a clean pan or 6-in. pot | 
more than one if necessary), and well drain it in the } 
manner shown in the drawing of a cutting-pot, by placing | 


A CUTTING-POT, 


one piece of pot over each hole, and then a layer of smaller 
pieces on these, finishing with some finely sifted sandy com- 
post. Press the soil moderately firm, and sprinkle a little 
silver sand on the surface. Then apply sufficient warm 
water through a fine rose-cun to moisten the whole 
of the com and when the water has well drained 
away, sow the seed thinly and evenly on the surface. Do 
not make an attempt to cover with soil, although a very 
small amount of finely sifted compost or sand may be 
sprinkled on the seeds to prevent their being wafted away 
by wind. A. great many greenhouse-plants are, however, 
propagated from cuttings, or * slips,” which ought to be 
taken from the parent plants when the latter are in full 
growth. March is soon enough to commence manea: rhe 
unless a high temperature can be maintained. The cuttings, 
except those of very succulent plants, must not be exposed 
to the sun before, or immediately after, insertion.

Among clematises, two classes may be made for the 
garden, one including the large-flowered hybrid varieties, 
the other embracing all the introduced kinds that have 
kept theix characters under cultivation, or have given 
rise to but few varieties.
